AGAINST THE ANARCHISTS. 


, Minn., Oct. 11.—There was 


only one session of tho Knights of Labor 
General Assembly yesterday, and when 
that was called to order at 3 o'clock It 
wns found that tho committee for whoao 
accommodation tho long recess was taken 
were not ready to report They were granted 
further time, and, tho convention taking 
up miscellaneous business, an opportunity 
was presented lor bringing np the long- 
loolccd-for Anarchy discussions. James B. 
Quinn, 'of District Assembly -3.9, of Now 
lork, the famous "kicker" and Homo Club 
man, presented tho following resolution 
under a suspension of rules; 


"•\VnEREAS, Considering that t!ie develop, 


ment ot the human mind in Iho Nineteenth 
century has Iroaehuu a pel nt expressed almost 
universally against capital punishment or tak- 
InRof human life by judicial process as a relic 
of barbarism, tbororora be It 


"Jlaoti'd, That thU eonvontlon express sor- 


row that tho men in Chicago ivero doomed to 
death, anil thnt-lt,n»o ovcry omloiivor to secure 
tho commutation of the sentence of death yasscfl 
upon them." 
The convention was at once thrown Into 


tho wildest cscltomont, scores of tho del- 
egates trying at tho fame time to obtain 
tho iloor. General Master-Workman Pow- 
derly decided tho resolution out of order. 
Joseph Evans, of Pittsburgh, appealed from 
the decision. Tho appeal was lust by a voto 
of 151 to 52. 


Before tho appeal was taken Jlr. Powdcr- 


ly called General Worthy Foreman Griffiths, 
of Chicago, to tho chair, and in a short but 
vehement speech called upon the conven- 
tion to defeat tho resolution, 
lie said no

pealed to tho delegates In Impassioned 
words not to pervert the. purposes of tho | 
order by the passago oi! any such rcsohi- ; 
tlons. It was tho hottest speech Towderly | 
was ever known to moke.

T. H. Liiwry, of Pennsyl- 
vania, also mado a warm speech, and was 
followed by a number of others. This was 
tho principal episode ot a rather quiet day.

Comploto subm ission to tlio will of their 


temporal governor and spiritual reader 
they regard as one of the highest and 
most imperative forms of Christian duly. 
Ono good old Eoonomito sistor told ma 
that a blessing could not fail to follow im- 
plicit obedience to the commands of Fath- 
er Ilonriei", who for more than twenty 
years past has boon tho absolute head of tho 
society—its prophet, priest and king and 
tho dictator of all its rules and regula- 
tions. 


In Economy tiioro is a well equipped 


doctor's oflice, supplied with drugs and 
medicines of all kinds. It is visited dally 
by a physician from tho town of Badon, 
who is engaged by tho year to attend tbe 
entiro community.

Whon death ensues word 
is quickly passed fromhouso to house that 
all who dosiro to do so may look onco 
moro upon tho features o£ tho deceased. 


Tho last farowolls taken, tho corpso is 


•wrapped in a winding shoct and placod In 
a pine coffin. In this, as in all things per- 
taining to thoir social usagos, tho Har- 
monists simply follow tho customs that 
prevailed in tho littlo village in tho king, 
dorn of Wurtoroburg, Germany, whence 
tho founders of thoir society emigrated to 
this country in 1800. 


"Women aro not permitted to attend tho 


funeral servicos. Only tho nine elders, of 
whom Jacob Honrici and Jonathan Ijenz 
are tho leaders, and a few of tho moro in- 
timato friends of tho deceased assemble 
at tho house where tho body lies. No 
hoarse with nodding plumes and showy 
trappings convoys dead Harmonists to 
their last resting place. Opposed as thoy 
aro to display and ostentation in ovory 
thing, thoy dotftn it most roprohensiblo In 
connection with death. After a few brief 
remarks by Father Henric! tho coflln Is 
borne out upon tho shoulders ot four stal- 
wart men and placed in an ordinary 
wagon. 


Evor since tho Harmonists settled in 


their present location they havo boon ac- 
customed to bury their dead in thoir 
orchard, a largo inclosuro of many acres 
made beautiful by exquisitely-kept vel- 
vety laws and graceful poach and poar 
trees. 
A portion of it has boon separated 


from tho rest by a neat fence ot whito 
palings, within which Father Rapp, tho 
founder o£ tbo socioty, and hii many fol- 
lowers -who have gone to join him calmly 
sleep thoir last sleep. 


Within tho orchard, u few hundred foet 


away, thoro is a terraced mound, some 
twenty foot in height. It is believed to bo 
an Indian burial mound, and tho Harmon- 
ists havo been often urged to nxcavuto it, 
but have always refused, saying that sinco 
they would not ivish the last restiug-placo 
of their loved ouos to be desecrated, thoy 
can not so violate the golden rule as to 
disturb oven that of a savage.
